Rock Port is justly proud of its municipal light and water plants 
and its mutual telephone system as well as being headquarters for the 
Atchison-Holt Electric Co-op which serves the area from Fortescue, Mis- 
souri to Shenandoah, Iowa. 


The finest business firms to be found in the midwest, firms favor- 
ably comparable to those of our largest cities, are located in Rock Port. 
Bank deposits total in excess of $6,000,000.00. The Hotel is the most 
modern between St. Joseph and Omaha. 


The Rock Port Sales Pavilion, located on the north side of high- 
way 275, capably managed by Frank Groff, is one of the finest in the 
midwest. Here regular sales are held each Wednesday and special sales 
of commercial and purebred livestock are well advertised in advance. 


The public school system is one of the finest in the state, with a 
new addition now under construction at a cost of $113,000.00 which will 
be ready for occupancy early this fall. A vocational agriculture building 


LSSOUPL 


was completed some three years ago which is second to none. Three 
school busses cover the entire trade territory to transport the 78 high 
school and 19 grade students who live in the country. The vocational 
agriculture department has 39 students and the home economics depart- 
ment has 42. Night classes in bookkeeping and typing, consisting of 
three classes in each course, are taught by the high school commerce 
teacher. 


Rock Port is the site of the Atchison County Memorial building, 
constructed in honor of the service men who lost their lives in World 
War I. The building has a fine gymnasium for games and dances, 100 
person kitchen facilities, rooms for the American Legion Auxilliary and a 
large club room for the Legion. 


The American Legion runs the building with the help of appropri- 
ations from the city, the Legion is one of the three largest Clubs in 
Missouri with a membership of 380. 


The city owns a 60 acre park which includes picnic grounds, 
tables, lighted baseball diamond, and a nine hole golf course. A “Me- 
morial Arch” is planned for the park entrance and the park then will 
be dedicated to the Atchison County service men who lost their lives in 


World War II. 


One need not be in Rock Port long until he realizes that the 
Community Club of some 75 members is very active and hard at work on 
the various projects which make Rock Port, “The friendliest little city in 
the Mid-west.”
